If you know any others who nay be interested in this subject, I'll respond to any 
questions until 8 p.n. our tine. I an now 78, in seriously ixxa impaired health, cannot 
help rising early, and not long after 8 I should be abed. 

If you or any in the British press who ua^[ be interested liave Washington correspon- 
dents, they are welcome to all the information I have and the use of our copier. 

/ty apologies to you and to u ohn frou ny typing. I do not want to delay and the ends 
of my fingers are split, mid as 0 olm nay remember, my vision was not good when we spent 
some time together in Hew Orleans and in Dallas, where he was ore paring for an article to 
appear on the fifth anniversary of the Jl'k assassination. I still remember some of his 
Kindnesses then. 

Dear Holm, to the compliments you paid °in o arr i SO n you could well have said that he 
is one of the most charming of uen, so personable, so eloquent, so persuasive, l^liko you 
and so many others^ was quite persuaded by all he said and like you i/trusted 1dm, believed 
him and liad no doubt thgf't the charges he had filed were the result of an excellent investi- 
garden by him. Because ny interest when I was in Hew Orleans was in Osswald, I never 
questionedjhin about Ids 3 ha IV case. / Styltbp * 

But the tragic truMi as I was so late learning is that he is aS unabashed and uninhi- 
bited a liar as in 78 years 1 have ever known, '..’he ghastly fact is tliat he just made it up 
as he went and neve r conducted what can reasonably be called an investigation at all. 

I think I can anticipate ho 1 .; you feel by now but please keep an open mind. I tldnk ^ 
you'll soon see enough to understand and perhaps be shocked. 

as you may remember, when you were then in Hew Orleans 1 was staying with our friend 
i^att Herron. You should remember tliat one night when it was rather warm and I got up from 
a natorass on the floor while quite exhausted from so little sleep I passed out and in 
falling demolished Uitt's harpsichord. When 1 cane to it was you hovering over me. I still 
remember and appreciate y«ur concern.

use your routed car. I had a ninor accident with it in the airport traffic t..e next day. 

You i.iay not remember it but I nan ill and planned to fly hone from Dallas, hut Garrison 
.phone , uo. •*- just had to return to 11 on Orleans. He had the nost inpor :ant piece of evi- 
dence yet and - in particular just had to see it. He said he'd have iiatt meet no at the 
airport. Go, I was on the evening plane and iiatt did meet tie. 

Ue had a long wait at the airport. That was one of the too tine?; ny baggage was 
intercepted and. wo waited fox - it. i.att stopped off at the Palais “oyal on airline and I 
bought enought clothing and toilet articles to tide ne over. Go, after wiiat u ar risen had 
me return for, 1 had to await tho delY ery of ny intercepted luggage, fortunately! 

Yjp? next morning, for tliis promised moment of uonents, Y was in Garrison's office

film of Oswald, including his literature distribution outside the -nternational Trade 
hart, tlie old buioding.

Inde ondently, I learned fron each tlie 
identical story, tliat those three nen were not tramps but were winoa that when after 
the assassination the police were seareliing the entire area, they had been found gussling 
wing and stinking from it in an emty railroad boxcar paVked behind the Central ^nnex 
Post office. It was an hour and a half after the assassination, l/fliis is what Garrison 
had in i.iind in tolling yo > that some of then hung around after the dirt^leed was done.)
